Let the Women learn in Silence with 
all Subjeftion : but T ſuffer not a Waitar' to 
teach, nor to uſurp Authority over the Man, but 
70 learn i in ſilence. 1 therefore greatly mar- 
vel that any :Man ſhould aſſert and admit 
of ſuch a PraQice as Womeygs Singing; 'and 
that any Woman ſhould preſume to fing'vo- 

cally in the Church of Chriſt, when he poſi- 
ly and plainly forbids them in his Word :

Ages: but that 1t was then brought 1n, or 
any part thereof, till David's Time, to the 
Levitical Service in the ordinary Worſhip of 
God, is no where evident. Nor can this 
Singing be any Rule either for Levitical or 
Goſpel-Inſtitution : for then we muſt bring 
in Dancing as well as, Singing ; for Miriam |
